In 1649 it was o rdered that ey ery tav ern keeper sho uld 
alway s be pro v ided with go o d beer fo r the entertainment o f 
guests.

As a further indo rsement o f beer, Massachusetts in 178 9 passed 
a law “ to enco urage the manufacture o f beer, ale 
and o ther malt liquo rs,” wherein it was declared

17.— “Are 
we 
prepared to fight ?” 
This 
question 
with interest stirred in it by the war 
abroad, promises to develop into one 
of the biggest 
issues 
before 
the 
country during the next year. 
The 
attention 
of Congress 
during 
the 
present session will be centered on it 
much of the time. 
W hile the advocates of a bigger 
and better army are equipping them­ 
selves with heavy supplies of data to 
show that the United States would 
he hopelessly weak if attacked by 
one of the world powers, the anti- 
militarisms arc arming 
themselves 
with information to back up 
their 
contention that further preparedness 
for war would be undesirable 
and 
unnecessary. 
The pacificists will admit that out 
preparedness is not to be compared 
with that of other great nations hut 
they will argue that with the rest of 
the world embroiled in the greatest 
war of history all our rivals will be 
so exhausted by fighting that 
they 
would not dare attack us for years 
to eome. 
This fact along with 
the 
natural defense constituted by our 
gegographical 
isolation, 
gives 
us 
ample protection, the peace men will 
contend. 
The ease of the 
militarists 
was 
voiced in detail by General 
W. 
W. 
Wotherspoon, ex-ebief of staff of the 
army, in his annual report just issued 
He summarized our military situation 
thus: We could not defend the P an a­ 
ma Canal. 
We could not defend the 
Philippines, or Alaska, or Hawaii, or 
any other of our insular possessions. 
Our coasts defenses are lamentably 
inadequate. 
We could not concen­ 
trate a sufficient force to repel an 
invasion by a first class 
fighting 
power. 
Here is the remedy: Raise the reg­ 
ular or standing army from its pre­ 
sent strength of 93,000 men to 205,- 
000. 
Create a first line of reserves 
of 500,000 thoroughly equipped and 
trained. 
Establish a second reserve 
of 300,000 men. 
General Wotherspoon does not go 


to the length of advocating compul­ 
sory military service but he says this: 
“ In any scheme to create such 
a 
force of mobile troops, we cannot do 
better than to follow the example of 
the muster minds in military organi­ 
zation for national defense. The pol­ 
icies developed in this direction all 
include, among others, the 
primary 
plan of using the standing army as a 
school for training of men who, on 
graduation from that school, pass in­ 
to the reserve and constitute tlie real 
national military strength.” 
Many 
anti-militarists, 
however, 
will agree with General Wotherspoon 
that there is urgent need for re-or­ 
ganization of the state militia. Agit­ 
ation has been long under way for 
change in the laws governing the mil­ 
itia which will bring 
greater 
reli­ 
ance upon and increased control by 
the national government. 
Until this 
is done, authorities declare, the mil­ 
itia cannot be regarded as a depend­ 
able braneli of our military strength. 


The modification of the law pro­ 
posed is to place the militia under 
pay of the national government and 
under binding obligation to serve at 
its call. 
This, it is thought, would 
produce a state of affairs where the 
militia would be much more thorough­ 
ly trained than under existing laws, 
and to that extent can be more tho­ 
roughly depended upon. 
The actual number of men avail-' 
able in our coast defense artillery 
is 14,000, o rl0,000 less 
than 
the 
number estimated to be necessary to 
man the defenses. It is contended 
that offenses are few and far apart 
as to offer an invading army a large 
choice of landing places along 
our 
coast. 
Experts are 
now 
asserting 
that the latest type of super-dread- 
naught with its armament of fifteen 
inch guns could stand off at sea and 
hatter our coast forts to pieces while 
the shells from our fourteen inch de­ 
fenses gnus would fall harmlessly in 
the water 2,000 yards short of their 
mark. 
We have lagged far behind all our 
rivals in military aeronautics, it is 
also pointed out.

Ohio Finds That Brick Rural High 


way is Satisfactory Solution. 


An Example is Cited 


ROAD 
BUILDERS 
CONGRESS 


(Special to the Daily Republican.) 
Chicago, Doc. 17.— The road prob­ 
lem for heavy traffic roads has been 
solved in Ohio, according to Engi­ 
neer John Laylin, who represented 
the Ohio Highway department here 
today on the program of the Ameri­ 
can Road Builders Congress. 


Laylin discussed the topic of brick 
rural highways and pointed to Cuya­ 
hoga County, Ohio, with its 400 miles 
of bricked country roads as a county 
that was first to reach a satisfactory 
solution. 
The state highwaay de­ 
partment, says Laylin, lias particip­ 
ated in the laying of 225 miles of 
such road in the last three years, at 
an average cost approximating $1,- 
200 per mile for each foot in width 
which includes 
drainage, 
grading, 
culverts and bridges. 
While lie urg­ 
ed the use of concrete foundations, 
he cited a number of roads in north­ 
ern Ohio where bricks had been laid 
directly on a well drained sub-grade, 
and had given excellent service at a 
great saving in cost, through good 
drainage and grouting of the brick. 
For many improved 
roads 
that 
have not stood up under the strain 
of heavy traffic, Laylin suggested 
the addition of a brick surface as 
the best means of getting a depend­ 
able road and saving the existing in­ 
vestment.
